That a strong sentiment against track
viwoing exists throughout the country
was indicated by the result of the club
vote asked for on this question, Presi-
dent Hotehkiss announced " that of 33
elubs voting 27 were against the grant-
ing of any t(rack sanctions, Three were
in favor of holding races unden certain
restriotions, while only three voted for
track racing unreservedly.

Representative Tawney and Other Mem-
bers Leave for Canal t§ Make Per-
sonal Inquiry—832,000,000 Asked for
Construction for Fiscal Year,

NEW YORK, Oct. 31.—~Representative
James A, Tawney of Minnesota, accom-
panied by the other wmembers of the

committes  of appropriations of the
liotise of representatives, of which he is
the chairman, will leayve New York to-
day on the steamship Colon for the
Isthmus to make personal inguiry into
the present  and pm.-p:-vli\ v monetary
needs of the Panama canal,

“We are making the trip” sald Mr,
Fawnay, today, “mainly the
Isthmian canal commission has asked
an apprn]nrinti-m 02,000,000,
with which to continue its work for the
fiscal year beginning July 1, 1008
“Congress fixed arbitrarily the cost of
the canal at $158,000,000, Thus far Con:
gress has authorized the issuance of
cannl honds to the extent of §77,000,000.
If wo find that the estimate of &32.-
000,000 made by the commission for con:
tinuing the work of constretion through
the next fiscal year i correct, we shall
unhesitatingly grant it. If we grant that
sum then the actunl cost of the canal to
the fivst of July, 1000, will be $100,000,-
000, or §30,000,000 short of the original
cost of construction, exclusive of the
$40,000,000 we paid to the New Panams
Canal Company for its property and
franchise rights and $10,000,000 to the
Republic of Columbia for our franchises.
At the present rate of construction the
work ought to be completed by Janu-
ary 1, 1014, but in order to be on the
safe aide I will give a year's leeway and
fix the date of completion at the first
of Januanyy 1016, I also estimate that
the total cost of comstruction will be
not less than $250,000,000, thus making
the canal cost us in actual cash $300,-
000,000,

NEW YORK, Oct. 31.—After being
convieted of manslaughter in the first
dogree in aiding and abetting his wife
to commit suicide, James Wardell to-
day confessed he killed ber and fired a
Lullet into ber dead body to give tie
impression thut she ended her own life
Whrdell said bis mind had lLeen com-
pletely upset by his wife's misdoings
and he suggested that they die together,
She readily agreed. He then placed-a
a8 tube in his wited Houth ard turned
on the gas and when she was Jead his
own courage failed and he dared not
end his own. life. He then thought to
shield himself by firing & shot into her
brain to make it appear she committed
suicide, After the confession Wardell
anid: '

“Try me for murder, that's what I
want: thut's what I wasted to be”

Louisiana Proposes Legislation at Extra
Session Just Comvened.
NEW' ORLEANS, Oct. 31.—The pas-
sige in Louisiana of a law similur to
t hose rt'ﬂ'nll_l' enacted or prnpnﬁd‘d in
other Southern States for the regulation
of corporations was today presented be-
ore the extra session of the State As-
sembly by proclamation of Licutenant-
Governor Sanders,
The ousting from the state of cor-
porations by state law is one of the
measures suggested. Others include in-
vestigation and regulation of telephoue,
telegraphy, railroad and expwess busi-
The extra session meels tomor-
row. The fact that the lieutenant-gov-
ernor's proclamation is  issuwl during
the absence of Governor Blanchard, only
four days after the latter's unexpected
eall for an extra session, createl unua-
ual interest. Lisutenant-Goveimor San-
ders is one of the eandidates for the
nomination for Governmor in the ap-
proaching Demoeratic state primary
election. Governor Blanchards call was
issued last Saturday night, soon after
he left for the Jamestown Fxposition.

NEW YORK, Oct, 31.—Dr. William
Polis, of the Germun weather hmélu. a
member of the International Aeronauti-
cal Congress, has =ailed for home after
several wonths sty in this country dur-
ing which he made a careful study of
American methods of weather observas
tiom, with the personsl assistance of Di-
rector Moore. He said before leaving
that he bad found the American system
of weather observation far superior to
that of Germany, and he was returning
with some yaluable inormation for adop-
tion by the German bureau. Dr. Polis
said that when he told President Roose.
velt this, the President smilingly re-
plied:
“I am glad that we have something
in this country thut a German considers
superior fo that of his country. It is
usually the other way. The Germans
are more scientific than we are, but we
are more practical.”
